The County Auditor submits herewith the Dallas County Road and Bridge Pre- 


cincts annual cost report for the year ended December 31, 1955. 


OPERATIONS 

The greater part of the expenses in connection with the operation of the 
road and bridge precincts eventually become costs of maintenance or construction of 
roads, cost other than roads, or costs of private contract operations. In the 
compilation of expenses allocable to the various projects during the period, standard 
operating costs and standard overhead costs were used and later adjusted to actual 
figures. 

At December 31, 1955, the net (depreciated) value of road machinery and 
equipment, shop equipment, and furniture and fixtures was in excess of $960,000 (ex- 
hapttaA, B, C, D-2l). Depreciation from January 1, to December 31, 1955, was 
$276,800. Purchases of road machinery and equipment from January 1, to December 31, 
1955, amounted to $295,777. 

The operating cost of equipment including charges for overhead and depre- 
ciation for the year amounted to $1,395,636. 

On December 31, 1955, there were 330 employees in the four (4) precincts. 
Of this total, 289 are classified as direct labor and 41 as clerical and supervisory 


employees.

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WORK ON COUNTY ROADS 


During the year 1955, the total cost of work performed on roads (streets of 
suodivisions excepted) by the four road and bridge precincts was $1,729,741 as com- 
pared to $1,683,205 for the year 1954. The detailed charges to county roads are 
presented in exhibits A, B, C, and D-l. 

Statements of the work specifically authorized in the twelve months of 1955 


by the Commissioners' Court are submitted. (Exhibits A, B, C, D-18) 


WORK IN CITIES AND TOWNS 


The net cost to Dallas County of all work performed in cities and towns in 


the year ended December 31, 1955, was $164,142, (Exhibit A, B, C, D-2) 


WORK IN SUB-DIVISIONS AND UNINCORPORATED COMMUNITIES 


Records maintained in the office of the county engineer show the total miles 
of county maintained streets in sub-divisions (outside of corporate city limits) at

The cost records show that during the year 1955, $84,527 was expended on 
streets of subdivisions and unincorporated communities as compared to $128,116 during 


the year 1954. (Exhibit A, B, C, D-4) 


WORK FOR INDIVIDUALS AND ORGANIZATIONS 


Work done for individuals and organizations per cost records incurred a net 


loss of $22,286. (Exhibit A, B, C, D-19) 
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In an analysis of the losses on work orders, it has been found that a great 
part of the loss arose from work which involves the havling of road gravel and that 
which involves asphalt surfacing. 

The average cost for the sale and hauling of road gravel varied from $7.28 
for a 4 cubic yard load to $10.12; yet, the current charges for the sale and hauling 
of road gravel range from $0.50 per cubic yard; $2.50 per load; to $2.50 per hour for 
the truck plus $0.40 per cubic yard. 

Asphalt surfacing at the present time is being billed in two ways - (1) by 
the square yard, and (2) operating time of equipment used, plus labor and materials, 
The present charge for asvhalt surfacing by the square yard varies from $0055 per 


square yard to $0.25 per square yard. 


OVERFEAD 


re me 


Certain expenses incurred in the road and bridge precinct operations of 
Dallas Count; are, in their nature, not readily allocable to specific projects. Such 
expenses as supervisory and clexvical personnel, vacations, sickness, and maintenance 
of buildings and equipment are among these unallocable expenses which are termed over- 
head expenses. These overhead expenses have been segregated into two categories, 
nemely, shop and precinct. 

Shop overhead includes unallocable expenses with respect to operations of 
the various repair shops and precinct service staticns. Apportionment of these 
expenses to various projects has been made on the basis of dollars of productive shoo 
lebor. (Exhibits A, B, C, D-12.) In 1954, shop overhead was $1.55 for each lebor 
doller. In the year of 1955, this was reduced to $1.33. 

Precinct overhead inciudes unallocable expenses with respect to the overall 
operation of the road and bridge precincts. Apportionment to the various projects has 
been made on the basis of dollars of precinct productive labor. Precinct overhead per 


Labor dollar was $0.61 in 1954 and $0.55 in 1955. (Exhibits A, B, C, D-13.) 
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SOURCES OF GRAVEL 

Gravel used in the construction and maintenance of county roads and streets 
of cities, towns, and sub-divisions is obtained from both county-owned and privately 
owned gravel pits. In two of the precincts, there are county-owned as well as 
privately owned pits. The usual practice is for the county to install its machinery 
and equipment in pits and, in the case of privately owned pits, to pay the owners 
royalties on a cubic yard basis. Depletion costs with respect to county-owned pits 
were not available. (Exhibits A, B, C, D-14.) The costs of operating privately owned 


gravel pits are shown in exhibits A, B, C, D-15. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
It is recommended that: 

1. Road and bridge income from fines and taxes be divided by the Commissioners' 
cincts, as determined by the County Engineer, and not necessarily in four equal 
amounts. 

2. The Commissioners’ Court, at the beginning of each year, authorize some 
agreed standard dollar amount per mile, for instance $500 or $600, as budgeted main- 
tenance (at cost) for all recognized county roads; maintenance work in unincorporated 
communities and country sub-divisions to be authorized by location on a per mile 
basis. 

3. All work on integral county roads in cities; all extraordinary maintenance 
projects and all new construction projects be authorized by the Commissioners’ Court 
as a body in advance of starting the work. 

4, When new construction is sought to be authorized, the Commissioners' Court 
Girect the County Engineer to plan the project, and to designate the proposed work 
as a numbered construction project with a brief description and an estimate of the 
cost. Thereafter, all labor and materials used on the project should be charged to 


the project by number. 
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5. Uniform rates be established for the sale and hauling of road gravel, as well 
as uniform rates and methods of billing for asphalt paving. 


6. The cost of all bridges and drainage structures be authorized and reported 


separately from other construction. 
7. All private work for pay or otherwise be discontinued.
